The Canadian Press, and other pub- 
licalions, which refiect that sentiment 
are bold in their condemnation of the 
invasion of Spain, led by General 
Franco; the invasion of Ethiopia by 
Italian troops and the brutal invasion 
of China by the Japanese. 


The Tribune feels that it is well 
within the truth, when it says, that :f 
it were within the power of the people 
of this Dominion, they would banish 
war from the face of the earth. 


There is no question that the fascist 
countries have for their final objective 
the destruction of the British Empire. 
Let us get this fact well fixed in our 
minds. : 

How many Canadians know to what 
extent Canada is furnishing the God 
of War with war material to be used 
against the British Empire. 

If necessary, Canada has a monopoly 
of one metal, nickel, necessary to 
modern warfare. 

Grace MaclInnes, in an article pub- 
lished recently in the People’s Weekly. 
presents some very striking and signi- 
ficant facts in regard to the immense 
amount of war material leaving Can- 
ada for the avowed enemy nations of 
the British Empire and the other dem- 
ecracies of the world. 

The author of the article points out 
that 99 per cent of the nickel produced 
in Canada is exported. “Where does 
it go?” 

Miss MaciInnes goes on to show that 
a great deal of this nickel has been 
and is still going to Germany, Italy and 
Japan. In fact, for the Isst number of 
years, this export to these countries 
has beer increasing by leaps and 
bounds. 

It is a known fact that Japan has 
been buying all the available scrap 
iron in Canada, for but one reason, and 
that is to murdermthe peaceful Chinese, 
supported by Italy and Germany, which 
nations are also supporting morally 
and with troops and war material 
General Franco who made war on the 
duly elected and comrstitutionally form- 
ed Government of Spain. / 

Having a monopoly of nickel, that 
metal se necessary to the prosecution 
of a war on a large scale, it would ap- | 
pear that Canada holds the key to war) 
or peace.

I have no expensive library to draw 
information from — only my own 
knowledge of business and an interest 
I have always taken in the affairs of 
Canada since I was a reporter on the 
streets of Ottawa. 


I have before me a copy of The 
Financial Times and in it I note a

Canada, in his address at the general 
| meeting of the board that:

Mr. MacDonald, the right of note 
issue by the chartered banks is con- 
trolled by the Bank Act of Canada, a 
Dominion statute.

Since the date the Bank of Canada | 


come into existence the note circula- 


tion of a bank at any one time shall not! 


exceed the unimpaired paid-up capital 
of the bank Hence, a bank with say 
a paid-up capital of 310,000,000 could 
when the Bank of Canada came into 
being issue S10..00,.000 of its own 
notes. It is, however, previded by the 
Bank Act that over a ten-year period 
from January 1, 1956. the note circu- 
lation of the chartered banks shall be 
reduced to 20 per cent of the paid-up 
apital, and these notes replaced by 
the notes of the Bank of Canada. This 
means that the note issue privileges of 
the chartered banks are now in process 
of retirement and by 1946 will be 75 
per cent accomplished. 


The note circulation is a first len 
against every asset of a bank. Be- 
sides, there is in the hands of the 
Dominion Minister of Finance a fund 
known as “The Bank Circulation Re- 
demption Fund.” This is money paid 
in by each of the banks to the Minister 
of Finance at Ottawa, amounting to 
five per cent on the average amount 
of the chartered bank notes outstand- 
ing This fund is in the nature of a 
pool and would be used, if necessary, 
in paying the notes of the bank. 

In actual practice the banks main- 
tain large cash reserves to meet their 
obligations, as may be ascertained 
from a glance at their financial state- 
ments issued in the press. One state- 
ment shows notes in circulation of 
slightly over 34,000,000. Against this 
‘is shown notes of the Bank of Camada 
of over $2,000,000, and over $13,000, 
#\th the Bank of Canada.

is s0ld. $179,700,739. which is more 
}than one dollar of gold on each dollar 
in circulation. The total reserve of 
the bank*at that date is shown at 
$199,936, 725. 

The note circulation is governed by 
the requirements of trade demand. in 
western Canada note issues move up- 
wards with the need of currency in 
baying for the crop, and is equally 
afiected in other sections of the Dom- 
inion by their industries and trade. 
The amounts of notes in circulation at 
iny given time is not governed by the 
centre! of the banks but by the actual 
néed of circulation for the purpose of 
trade and industry. To say that there 
is a shortage of currency is a fallacy. 
individuals might be short of pur- 
cnasing power, but the facilities of the 
Bank of Canada and the chartered 
banks always assures adequate sup- 
plies of currency on which to cond@uct 
the business of the country. By rea- 
son of the known sound position of 
the currency of Canada, its currency is 
always acceptable to the public with 
confidence. knowing that it is ex- 
| changeable without question or doubt 
,;4s to its value for any service or any 
|} purchase. In a state of inflated cur- 
tency the reverse position applies. 

Inflation is the issue of paper money 
| without any basis of redemption and 


where it is deliberate without any heed 


jas to the amount issued. The char- 
|tered banks could not cause inflation 
| because their currency is controlled 
|}by the Bank Act. There is nothing 
|}new in the idea of inflation. Most re- 
cent examples were in Russia follow- 
jing the revolution; and afterwards in 
| Germany. Russian rubles and German 
marks of inflation periods were worth- 
less A hundred million mark note 
would not buy a stick of gum. A mark 
in normal times before inflation was 
worth 20 cents in Canadian money. 
Inflation raises the cost of living and 
creates chaos. At one period in Ger- 
many 


|might cost thirty billion marks. Farm- 
ers who sold a load of produce at one 
lo’clock for one thousand marks would 
find an hour later it would take two 
jor three times that amount to repur- 
chase it. In Russia the person with 
@ sack of turnips was in a favorable 
position compared with he who had a 
wagon load of paper money 
turnips. 

When it is spoken of getting con- 
trol of our credit, just what does that 
imply? Credit «: the ability to have 
people trust us is wn individual pos- 
session. It is certainly something that 
only the person or individual or entity

While no grass is any too well! 


adapted to the gray bush type of soil, 
we should rather take chances on 
brome than on any other with which 
we are famillar. However, if one likes 
crested wheat grass there is nothing 
to prevent his growing it Some 
farmers report that the stock is not 
particularly fond of the crested wheat 
grass hay and we have had evidence 
that this grass often propagates to 
considerable extent the root rots 
affecting wheat. With any grass we 
should combine either sweet clover or 
alfalfa.or both. A good seeding is 10 
pounds brome and 10 pounds sweet 
clover, or 10 pounds brome, 8 pounds 
sweet clover and 3 or 4 pounds alfalfa 
per acre. 

By southernwood. we presume is 
meant one of the artemisias, probably 
old man. We know one hedge of this 
which is rather ragged and weedy. We 
do not personally care much for it, 
preferring dwarf caragana. We planted 
specimens of old man once but fiaally 


tore them out. They might for the 
time being prove better than nothing 
and might grow, we daresay, on rather 
poor land. 

BOTANICAL NOTES FOR 
FEBRUARY 
(Experimental Farms Note) 

To some people February is just 
another weary winter month; since 
“what cannot be cured must be en- 
dured.”’ Many will associate it with 
the age-old festival of Candlemas. To 


others it is the month of hope, because 
each day is getting visibly longer and 
brings with it those superb 
and sunsets—-one of the signs 
spring is on its way. The groundhog 
wakes, stretches, probably yawns and 
has a good scratch! Then peeps at 
the world. Another harbinger of 
spring. 

In the middle of the month comes 
the festival of Saint Valentine, which 
has, for ages, been associated with’ the 
mating of young things. Geoffrey 


Chaucer wrote in his quaint old En- 
glish five centuries ago: 
“Seint Valentyne! to you i re- 
novele (renew) 
My woful lyf, as I can, com- 
pleyninge; 


Upon your day doth ech foul 
chese his make.”

Consider, tor example, the long- 
furred white cat posed on a window- 
sill in silhouette, so that the out- 
door light, diffused through the 
window curtains, surrounds him 
with a bright silken glow. 

Indoor animal pictures can he 
made either with daylight or ama- 
teur flood bulbs. Supersensitive 
film should be used, because of its 
extra speed. Where direct sunlight 
streams into a room and ill aminates 
the subject, exposures can e al:inost 
as brief as outdoors. Where sunlight 
is diffused through curtains, it 
should be aided with amateur flood- 
lights. 

At night, two big No. 2 amateur 
flood bulbs in reflectors four feet 
from the subject give enough light 
for snapshots with box cameras; the 
lens should be at fts wides: opening. 
With lenses marked in “f” numbers, 
f.11 at 1/25 second or £.6.2 at 1/50 
second Is about right. Dark-coated 
pets demand more light, or lights 
closer up.
